MANY RECORDS 
Many records are credited to the 
popular young fiyers. Their re- 
cent feat in setting a new contin- 
uous flight record over the city a 
few months ago—which record 
was not allowed on account of 
technical pointe—brought them in- 
to world-wide promifience and 
those who know them well have 
long professed confidence in their 
ability to set the new records they 
just have made. 

MacReaddy and Kelly said on 
reaching Maj. Arnold's home that 
the T-2 had carried thirty-two and 
one-half gailons of lubricating oil, 
twenty-five gallons of, water and 
735 gallons of gasdiine. There 
were about forty gallons of gaso- 
line teft in the tanks when the 
big machine landed. 

The fiyers appeared to be in ex- 
cellent physical condition and de- 
Clared that they were feeling “just 
right.” Fiight Surgeon M. 
Field examined both of the air- 
men carefully and found nothing 
wrong. “They are both in fine 
condition,” he said, “although each 
is a little nervous, naturally, as a 
result of their accomplishment.”’ 
Kelly and MacReady had a bath, 
drank some coffee and ate a light 
luncheon and in leas than ninety 
minutes after landing, were telling 
their story to the newspaper men. 
By that time they appeared to be 
ae fresh as if they had just come 
in from a mere fifty-mile jaunt. 
The two aviators were paced 
into Rockwell Field from Jacumba. 
in the mountains between San 
Diego and Imperial Valley, by 
Capt. Robert G. @rvin and Lieut.

Forty Thousand Acres to Be 
Used on Salt River 


New Roosevelt Irrigation 


PHOENIX (Ariz.) May 3.— 
About 40,000 acres of land is to be 
added “to the cultivated expance 
of the Salt River Valley through 
the Reosevelt Irrigation District, 
lately formed to succeed the Car- 
rick & Mangham enterprise. The 
firm. a couple of years ago, ob- 
| taimed an option, from the Salt 
| River Valley Water Users’ Associa- 
tion, on the surplus water pumped 
by the association from drainage 
wella west of Phoenix, with pose- 
sible reference aleo to waete and 
fiood-time flows through the as- 
sociation’s four canals that end at 
the Agua Fria River's east bank. 

The plan found opposition from 
a number of landowners in the 
district to be served. Last week 
Carrick & Mangham submitted an 
amended pien. under which their 
righte and surveys will be taken 
over by the Roosevelt district. This 
plan is to be submitted to an acre- 
age vote on the 22nd inet.. and 
there is no doubt of ratification. 

Water is to be taken from the 
arsociation canal system at a point 
about fifteen miles west of 
Phoenix and conducted by syphon 
under the bed of the Agua Fria. 
Thence a large head canal will 
be constructed. paraileliing the 
southern slope of the White Tanks 
Mountains nearly thirty miles. as 
far as the pa River. The 
land to be irrigated is of superla- 
tive quality, with afi even slope 
southward to the Buckeye canal, 
which hese its head on the Gila 
River, juet below the mouth of the 
Agua Fria. It once was included 
within the ecepe of the old ss 


Verde Canal system. Within it are 
a number of areas now irrigated 
by pumping, with rotable mention 
of the ldtehfield project of the 
Bouthweest Cotton Company. which 
has ite own branch railway from 
the Buckeye division of the Ari- 
zona Eastern system, which con- 
tinuese on to the Hassayempa, 
wholly within the new irrigation 
project. 

The project aleo le tapped by the 
cement county highway s«yatem., 
leading to Buckeye and weaetward 
to the Coast by the Yuma, Bhren- 
berg or Parker routes.

Until the whole traffic situation is taken 
up comprehensively it may be impossible 
to entirely remove the discomforts that now 
attend street-car travel in Los Angeles.

@ right to insist that it shall be improved 
to the fullest extent possible under existing 
conditions. 

Responsibility rests upon Mayor Cryer to 
help bring about some immediate transpor- 
tation relief.

OME, SWEET HOME 
How many people today would buy 
tickets to hear the opera, “Clari, the Maid 
of Milan.” if it were revived in any Amer- 
ican theater? How many have ever heard 
the title’ How many recall the name of 
the librettist? 

Probably not one in 100,000. Yet there 
is not a man, woman or child, anywhere in 
the world wherever the English language 
is spoken, who does not know the song, 
“Home, Sweet Home.” Its author, John 
Howard Payne, rests among the nation’s 
honored dead at Washington. Yet he wrote 
this song, easily the most popular of any 
age in any tongue, merely as one air in an 
opera from which he hoped to establish 
himself on the theatrical pay roll of a Lon- 
don producer. 

This is the centenary of the first produc- 
tion of “The Maid of Milan” at Covent 
Garden Theater, a date and an event both 
of which would have been long ago forgot- 
ten were it not also the occasion on which 
“Home, Sweet Home” was first given to 
mankind before a public audience. The
